Items he kinda collects are coins, tokens, stamps, golf course pencils, logo golf balls, shot glasses, 
Marilyn Monroe stuff, casino silver strikes, and I guess Christmas tree ornaments. He has put a different set of themed 
ornaments on his tree every year for at least the last 25 years. Marv retired a couple of years ago after working at the same 
company for 47 years. His wife just retired after 47 years at the same company as well. His family consists of three children, a 
son and daughter that live in the valley and a son living in Portland, Oregon who is a news anchor for KATU in Portland. There 
are five grandchildren and four great-grandchildren. That is all!
